SUBJ: CHARTER OP ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES 

1. FREELAND (UK) TOLD USDEL THAT EC GATHERED THAT GROUP 
OP 77 WAS NEGOTIATING WITH GROUP D ("SOCIALISTS") ON A 
REVISION OP THE BRILLANTES PORMULA ON MEN AND NON- 
DISCRIMINATION WHICH WOULD TILT ARTS. 4 AND 26 OP DRAFT 
CHARTER IN A DIRECTION SOUGHT BY MOSCOW. EC ACCORDINGLY 
MADE VIGOROUS REPRESENTATIONS TO CASTANEDA, STATING THAT 
IT WAS PREPARED TO ADHERE TO THE EXACT TERMS OP THE 
BRILLANTES PORMULA ON THESE ARTICLES ACCEPTED IN MEXICO 
CITY BY ALL GROUPS EXCEPT GROUP D, BUT THAT, IF ANY 
CHANGES WERE MADE IN THESE ARTICLES, POSSIBILITIES OP EC 
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SUPPORT OF THE CHARTER WOULD BE JEOPARDIZED. 
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2. FRF, FT .AND STATED THAT, IN RESPECT OE ART. 2, UK 
REMAINS DISPOSED TO ACCEPT IN EXTREMIS THE EORMULATION: 

"IN RESPECT OE THE EOREGOING RIGHTS, ALL STATES SHALL 
EULEIL IN GOOD EAITH THEIR INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS, 

SHALL RETRAIN FROM ANY EORM OE COERCION AND SHALL OBSERVE 
THE PRINCIPLES SET EORTH IN CHAPTER I OE THIS CHARTER". 
HOWEVER, UK WOULD CONDITION SUCH AN ACCEPTANCE ON SATIS- 
EACTORY TREATMENT OE PROVISIONS ON RESPECT EOR INVESTMENT 
AGREEMENTS AND JUST COMPENSATION, WHICH IT DOES NOT EXPECT. 
USDEL INDICATED CONTINUING RESERVATIONS ABOUT COERCION 
PHRASE, CITING HICKENLOPER AMENDMENT. FREELAND IS WHOLLY 
UNDERSTANDING, AND WILL NOT, CERTAINLY AT THIS STAGE, 

ACCEPT THE COERCION PHRASE, THOUGH HE BELIEVES THAT EVEN 
THE US COULD ADEQUATELY RATIONALIZE IT. FREELAND BELIEVES 
THAT ERG AND ERANCE WILL CONTINUE TO PRESS EOR AN EXPRESS 
REFERENCE TO "INTERNATIONAL LAW" IN ART. 2, THOUGH KNOWING 
IT IS UNOBTAINABLE. WHEN SCHWEBEL REMARKED THAT HE HOPED 
THAT BONN AND PARIS WOULD DISPLAY LIKE PERTINACITY IE AND 
WHEN IT CAME TO VOTING, FREELAND REPLIED THAT ONE COULD 
NOT COUNT ON THAT, BUT THAT HIS OWN ESTIMATE IS THAT ERG 
AND FRANCE WILL JOIN USG IN VOTING NEGATIVELY IE THE 
CHARTER COMES TO A VOTE. HE SAID THAT EONOFE LAWYERS 
STRONGLY ARE PRESSING EOR A NEGATIVE VOTE, BUT THAT THE 
MATTER WOULD BE DECIDED AT HIGHER POLITICAL LEVELS. HE 
NOTED THAT UK ALONE HAD VOTED AGAINST UN RESOLUTIONS ON 
NON-INTERVENTION AND PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY AND HAD 
SURVIVED. IMPORT OP HIS REMARKS WAS THAT, THOUGH HE 
BELIEVED USG SHOULD NOT AND WOULD NOT BE ISOLATED IN THIS 
CASE WERE IT TO VOTE NEGATIVELY, IT SHOULD HAVE THE 
COURAGE OP THE CONVICTIONS OP MOST OF GROUP B. 

3. ARGENTINA, TO CHAGRIN OP MEXICAN DEL, HAS ANNOUNCED 
THAT IT IS DISSATISPIED WITH COMPROMISE ON ENVIRONMENT 
ARRIVED AT IN GENEVA IN SEPTEMBER. IT PREPERS ORIGINAL 
STOCKHOLM LANGUAGE, ON NO REPERENCE TO INTERNATIONAL 
NORMS AT ALL. USDEL HAS RESPONDED TO ARGENTINE INQUIRIES 
BY SAYING THAT IT TOO PREPERS EXACT STOCKHOLM LANGUAGE; 
THAT IT ACCEPTED THE GENEVA COMPROMISE, WHICH IT REGARDS 
AS ADEQUATE SYNONYM; THAT IT IS PREPARED TO STICK BY THE 
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GENEVA COMPROMISE AND WOULD NOT JOIN IN REOPENING IT; BUT 
THAT, IF ARGENTINA CAN PERSUADE G-77 TO ACCEPT THE PRECISE 
STOCKHOLM LANGUAGE, WE WOULD BE DELIGHTED. 
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
